It should be under- 
stood that some of these men— rank- 
ing at the head of the naval list as 
admirals, vice-admirals anil rear ad- 
mirals — act in administrative capaci- 
ties on shore, developing p!ans, issu- 
ing orders to govern the movements 
of warships and auxiliaries, mobiliz- 
ing supplies, making contracts for 
munitions, systematizing methods of 
conveying intelligence and perform- 
ing countless other duties which em- 
brace a multitude of details. 


Upon others falls the business oJ 


fighting. Thus, for example, Admiral 
Henry T. Mayo, as commander-in-

Four Admiral*. 


The United States navy now has 


four full-fledged admirals. 
One of 


them is William S. Benson, chief of 
the- office of operations in the navy 
department. The others are Henry 
T. Mayo, commanding the Atlantic 
fleet; 
William B. Caperton, com- 


manding the Pacific fleet, and Austin 
M. Knight, commanding the Asiatic 
fleet, with headquarters at Manila, 
In the Philippines. 


The second-in-command of the At- 


lantic fleet— in charge of a division 
thereof, and with the 
battleship 


Wyoming as his flagship — is at pres- 
ent. the only vice-admiral. His name 
is De Witt Coffman. - 


A full admiral's pay is ?13,000 a 


year and his rank is understood to 
be equal to that of a full general in 
the army. A vice-admiral gets $9000, 
and is on a par with a lieutenant- 
general. 
Thp Senior Admiral. 


At the head of the present list o£ 


American 
admirals is William S. 


Benson, who succeeded Dewey as 
ranking officer of the navy, and like- 
wise took the place of the hero of 
Manila hay as president of the gen- 
eral board — the managing committee 
of the service, which makes war 
plans for the fleets and, in co-opera- 
tion with the general staS of the 
army, projects campaigns. 


Necessarily under existing condi- 


tions, the post at sea incomparably 
most important is that held bv fhp 
commander-m-chief of the Atlantic

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fleet. Henry T. Mayo. He will be 
called upon to direct the actual fight- 
ing if an enemy ever is ab!? to at- 
tack American coast cities with bat- 
tleships and- brittle-cruisers. 


Mayo's'flasship is the now and for- 


midable superdreadnought Pennsyl- 
vania. He is the sort of man whom 
people describe as a "born fighter" 
—short of stature, with keen blue 
eyes that have a sort of pucker sug- 
gestive of much looking out • over 
glaring expanses of sunlit ocean. 
Naval ordnance has been a specialty 
of his. 


The Atlantic fleet, of course, repre- 


sents the country's main fighting 
force on the sea. It embraces all 
of the navy's most powerful battle- 
ships, which are split up into several 
divisions, each of them under the 
command of an officer of admiral's 
rank—that is to say, of a rear ad- 
miral, save in the case of Coffman, 
v.'ho is a vice-admiral. 


This fleet also includes a large 


number of armored and other cruis- 
ers, scores of destroyers and other 
auxiliaries, among which last are 
numbered a few—alas, too few!—ef- 
ficient submarines. The destroyers, 
on the other hand, a^e as sv.-ift and 
otherwise as capable as any craft of 
their kind in the world and any hos- 
tile U-boats that venture to make an 
attack will find it hard work to dodge 
them.

nanolis. and is the author^ of "Mod- 
ern Seamanship," a stanaard work 


on the subject. 
At the time of his 


appointment to command theAsiatic 
fleet, Knight was in charge of the

R. I., where torpedoes are made and 
much experimenting is done with 
those highly-destructive instruments 
of warfare. 
The Naval War College 


is located at Newport, and Knight 
has done much to bring that insti- 
tution up to its present-admirable 
state of efficiency- 


Rear Admiral Augustus F. Fech- 


teler possesses the physical attri- 
butes of a German. Nor is this in 
the least surprising, for he is of Ger- 
man parentage, and was born in Ger- 
many. He Is big man, heavily built 


and rather fierce-looking. Very able 
and an earnest student of-the art of 
war, he did duty for a good while at 
the Naval War College and in the 
Office of Naval Intelligence, at Wash- 
ington, which collects and classifies 
information 
of 
every 
imaginable 


kind that relates to the doings of 
foreign navies. The "naval attaches" 
attached to American embassies and 
legations abroad are 'official repre- 
sentatives of this bureau, to which 
they send in their reports.

a good deal of writing on professional 
and other topics.

The "submarine force" of the At- 


lantic fleet is commanded by Rear 
Admiral Albert W. Grant. He is a 
torn sailor, and wrote "The School 
of the Ship," which is regarded as a 
work of highest authority. It is, in- 
deed, a navy textbook and^ figures 
importantly in the examination of 
Liiusiuimieii tu Hunapuus. 


Unquestionably the most impor- 


tant post .on shore, outside of Wash- 
ington, is that held by Rpar Admiral 
Nathaniel R. Usher, who is com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Xew 
York. 
Just now he is about the 


busiest man in the service. 


Rear Admiral James H. Glennon is 


commandant of the navy yard at 
Washington. D. C., and incidentally 
tills the office of superintendent of 
the great naval gun factory there lo- 
cated. That factory is being worked 
_over-time these days, in view'of the 
nece.'isity of arming the merchant 
marine against U-boat?. 


The richest man in' the navy is 


Reai- Admiral Cameron .McRae Wins- 
low. He married .1 daughter of Have- 
meyer. the sugar magnate. But the 
possession of wealth has never inter- 
fered in the slightest degree with his 
professional activities.

'ready in the house before one acquires 
the ability to cope with it, and the 
knowledge of how to prepare the dishes 
for whicn' I supply recipes will come In 
well in "various circumstances. 


The first dish for which I give Instruc- 


tions is one that has been a standby in^ 
my own home for years and has the ad- 
Vantage of proving harmless and palat- 
able in nearly any form of disorder. It 
is the first article o£ food prepared in 
my kitchen when any kind of illness 
holds a member of the family in its grip 
and I have been astonished to'ascertain 
in how few houses it is known. 


ARROWROOT JELLY. 


Put two cups of water over the fire 


and bring to a brisk-boll. Moisten four 
teaspoons of Bermuda arrowroot to a 


paste ,with cold water and when the 
arrowroot is fluid stir it into the boiling 
water. It will thicken at once and the • 
Jelly should be boiled and stirred for 
about three minutes, then taken from 
the fire .and turned into glasses that have 
been rinsed out with cold water. When 
the Jelly' is ice cold it may be'eaten with 
powdered sugar and cream. 


Those who like the flavor of rose water 


or who find the Jelly insipid may add a 
few drops of rose water to the cream, 
or, if preferred, of vanilla. 


CREAM TOAST. 


Cut two slices of bread about half an 


Snch thick and with a round cutter take 
out a circle from the center, of each 
slice, discarding the crust. Toast the 
rounds to a'delicate brown and butter 
lightly. Lay the toast in a deep small 
bowl, snrinklp a lift}* salt1 nrt *»nr>i <rfrfft- 
pour in enough milk to cover the .toast 
completely, put'a. cover over, the bowl, 
bake thus f3r ten .minutes in a steady 
oven, uncover, and' bake for five min- 
utes longer. Serve hot in tie dish in 
which it was baked. 


Toast thus made is an entirely differ- 


ent thing from the dish which is usaally 
offered as milk toast, whether this be 
made with a thickened sauce or without. 


OATMEAL GRUEL. 


Wet.a half a cup of fine oatmeal to \ 


paste with cold water and stir it into 
a quart of water that is at a hard boil. 
Boil slowly for one hour, stirring: up 
often from the bottom. A better way is 
to cook the gruel' in a double boiler, 
which prevents scorching, 'and to sim- 
mer for two or even three'hours, stir- 


flghting men, both sailors and soldiers; 
knitting socks and mittens, if they have 
the talent, or learning to roll bandages.

CHICKEN. JELLY^V-- 


Cut a-fowl apart as for fripassee, crack 


the bones, and put these and. the meat 
together in cold water. . For a fowl 
weighing about four pounds.two quarts 
of water should be used. Bring the wa- 
ter to a boil slowly, and.never let the 
liquor get beyond a simmer, which 
means simply a bubble at the side of 
the pot As the scum rises to the top 
of the stock it should be removed with 
a skimmer. The cookery should con- 
tinue until the liquid is reduced to about 
half Its original quantity, when the pot 
may be taken, from the fire and set aside 
to cool. When cold the meat should be 
drained from the bones, all fat. taken 
from it, and the liquor strained through 
a fine wire sieve. It must be seasoned 
with plain salt to taste and a little cel- 
ery salt 


If th« stock has been prepared In tho 


right way it should jelly of Itself, but 
when this doee not occur a small quan- 
tity of gelatin in the proportion of a 
tablespoon of this to a quart of the fluid 
should be soaked in a little of the cold 
soup, the remainder of this heated to 
boiling, the gelatin dissolved in this, 
and the stock then turned into small 
molds to form. The jelly should be cold 
before it is serTed- Boiled rice, toast, 
or bread and butter may be served with 
it. 


CHICKEN JOUP. 


This may be prepared by the preced- 


ing recipe, and to it after straining may 
be added rice. 
A tablespoon of this 


shoulu be washed and soaked for an 
hour In a cup of cold water, this put 
with a pint of the soup and boiled 
steadily until the rice is soft 


To make a little variety there may be 


added to the stock half a cup of milk 
into which has beea stirred a teaspoon 
of flour. This must be mixed with two 
cups of the soup and cooked, stirring all 
the time, until the soup is thickened 
slightly. Season with salt to taste. If 
it is wished to make th'e soup still more 
ravory a few drops of- onion juice and 
celery salt may go with it 


CREAMED OYSTERS. 


Cook together a tablespoon each of 


flour and of milk until they bubble and 
pour upon them e cup of milk. Stir 
until smooth and thick, drop in six oys- 
ters, and let them cook until they 
plump and the gills ruffle. Add salt to 
taste and serve at once on toast 


WHITE CUSTARDS. 


Upon the unbeaten whites of three 


eggs pour a pint of hot milk, add a 
heaping tablespoon of granulated su- 
gar, and, stir until this Is dissolved. 
Flavor with a few drops of vanilla and 
turn into custard cops that have been 
rinsed out In cold water. Set these In a 
dripping pan half filled with hot water, 
cover the custards, and let them bake 
until set. 


They may be eaten when cold from 


the cups in which they were baked, or 
may be turned out on t\ flat dish and 
served with cream. They are more deli- 
cate than the custards made wifh the 
yolks of the eggs, and make a pleasant 
change in the diet

HERE is more 
tunate side to this high cost of

many people are trying to devise food 
••substitutes at a lower cost than thosa 
It is'proposed to supply an equivalent 
for- A'substitute Is rarely an equiva- 
lent, and It may be so far from it as to 
be utterly unworthy of the name of sub- 
stitute. 


A considerable number of correspond- 


ents have presented ideas they wanted 
to see In print for refJ'JC.'njr Mrlng costs. 
which represented simply a means of 
cheating the .body of its Just dues. It is 
the height of folly to save a few pennies 
If we cheat the bodies of pounds "of 
healthy and needed tissue. 
Therefore 


these ideas have not been printed. 


In devising substitutes for the more 


expensive foods we must provide equiv- 
alents in body upkeep or .w« are simply 
saving money for the doctor, who in 
this day and generation Is likely .to pre- 
scribe more nourishing foods rather than 
medicine- Trying to save money by re- 
ducing 'the potential power in our foods, 
and trying to get other people to do the • 
same on our advice, may seem like pres- 
ent gain, but it always means ultimata 
loss. Better save on dress; find substi- 
tutes for our amusements, etc., than to 
•xut the heart out of our diet to save a 
few dollars. 


A trained ability to replace something 


we consider 'necessary by something 
.that may be almost as satisfactory is" 
' most worth while- This, is the more 
worth while when there are times '•srhen 
the one cannot be easily obtained and 


. the other can—for instance, milk or 


meat stock for soups. What caij replace 
them? 


Nothing can replace milk in the diet 


Children must have it. 
Most adults 


need more of it than they get, and best 
if it is cooked in some form. But as an 
alternate or as a next best thing in 
quick soup making and for a milkless 
emergency salt pork and flour may 
serve, and most acceptably, too. Clean, 


• delicious flavors may be secured when 
these have the proper additions. Flour 
and dripping are not so reliable. If 
there is always some potato in these 
soups they are brought nearer to being 
an equivalent in total yield of nutriment 
of the milk soups. 
•Any thick soup -well made may be 
substantial enough to equal half a meal 
at least, not be a .mere appetizer like 
meat soups. Such a meal may be pre- 
pared in camp or at a picnic and yield 
a maximum of Joy and sufficiency while 
reducing the problem of transportation. 
Some dates or raisins for a finish have 
high food value from the energy stand- 
point and other virtues as regulators. 


A piece of clear fat salt pork averages 


3,670 food units or energy units pure and 
simple, fuel or heat or energy units 
you may also say, to the pound. One- 
sixth of it then yields practically 610

fuel units per pound (pint). If, then, we 
use one-sixth of a -pound of pork to 
one quart of water and one-third of 
a cup of flour as a basis of a soup, we 
are not depriving the body of many 
of those nutritive units called calories. 
It is by calories that as much as riine- 
tenths of our nutritive needs may be 


' profitably measured. They represent our 


total activity, beating ot heart as well 
as use of hand. Flour averages 1,665 
calories per pound, so it is more than . 
easy to make up the fortj' calories lack- 
ing in the pork to make it equal calorl- 
cally to milk. 


Ot course we usually add butter to 


milk soups, but the pork soups of the 
old .fashioned sort were much thicker 
1 than those of milk, and this fact gave 


them higher food value. Fish soups or 
the fish chowder have that good meas- 
ure of good protein which other pork 
soups may be almost without, which milk 
of the best of protein foods is in milk. 
While dietetically the milk soup is best 
and necessary for the person of weak 
stomach, the pork soup gives all that we 
could ask for one .who is living out of 
doors, especially if fish is added to it. 


It is such lessons as these, comparing 


value for value in body terms—a calorie 
is a measure of body heat which can 
be balanced by foods giving oft the 
same measure of heat when, burned— 
that those most eminent In food knowl- 
edge believe the world must learn. Per- 
haps half ot the arithmetic lessons of 
the future will be problems on the heat 
or food unit values of foods instead of 
their money values, as at present

Fresh cod arid perch- are considered a* 


perhaps the best chowder fish, but hali- 
but, is also good and any. .white meated 
fish will do. Ot the common dishes. 
chowder is one of the most palatable. : 


Poverty. Stew. 


Poverty stew is a potato made on the 


same model as the fish chowder. The 
pork is fried out gently, alternate lay- 
ers of sliced potatoes and onion added, 
cold water to cover, salt to taste, and 
milk and crackers to finish. A few ta- 
blespoons of cream may replace the 
milk. If thick, this is a- real stew, but 
when thinner by using more Mquiii it 
may be strained and served as. soup. 


Brown Potato Soup. 


Pork, fat may be used in the following 


as may butter. Heat the tablespoon ot 
fat. brown in it carefully three table- 
spoons of flour, then add one and a half 
quarts of cold water, a teaspoon of salt, 
and two potatoes cut up fine. Cook until 
the potatoes are thoroughly done; three- 
fourths of an hour Is the time from first 
to last 
. Fat and flour and potatoes in ordinary 
times make the least expensive of soups. 


Pork and Flour Base. 


One-sixth of a pound of pork, one 


onion cut fine, one-third cup of flour; 
and a quart aniT a half .of water may be 
made the starting point .ot all sorts of 
additions. For instance, we may make. 
what seems like a tomato bouillon with 
beef stock, only better, by adding canned 
or raw tomatoes cut up rather fine when 
the potato and flour are well cooked, and 
then after the tomato is cooked straining 
the whole. About half the measure of 
canned tomato will do and less of un- 
cooked. 


Left Over Soup. 


Suppose there is some cold cauliflower 


or cold cabbage among your supplies. 
Chop it fine and add it to a soup base of 


^ the pork, flour, onion, and water which 
has been cooked for three-quarters of an 
.hour, and cook until the cold vegetable 
has been heated through. If a potato or.. 
n» y ii«a.vc uueu CUUKUU 111 tut: preparation 
the soup will be improved. 


Cream of Corn Soup< 


One-halt cup of canned corn added to 


each cup of tills soup preparation, espe- 
cially one in which the potatoes cut in 
dice have been cooked, must have a little 
cream added to it or it will not suit. the" 
eye, although sufficiently palatable for a 
meal once in a while. If some butter is 
added the whole will have high food 
value per portion. 


Near Borsch. Soup. 


This recipe was worked out by me and 


printed with a slight error but recently, 
but there are reasons why a repetition 
of this soup, like the Russian borsch. 
may be profitable: Fry out without 
browning the .fat from a sixth of a pound 
of salt pork cut in squares, preferably 
in the bottom of the kettle, in which the 
soup is to be cooked. Gently stew, in 
the tried out fat, without coloring, ooe or 
two sliced onions for about five minutes. 
Put in two or three carrots sliced thin, 
and stir them around, and then one- 
fourth cup of flour or a little more, and 
stir until it is well mingled with the 
other Ingredients. Add a quart and a 
half of water and stir the whole until 
the water is well thickened, then add 
one. small cabbage from which the leaves 
have been removed one by one and cut 
in nice little squares. . Cut the stem part 
In thin slices and add that. A potato 
or two may be added or omitted. Tha 
soup may be cooked three-quarters of an 
hour, and potato then added and tha 
whole cooked untjl the potato is tender. 
A fresh tomato or two cut in small ' 
pieces and added at the same time im- 
proves the appearance of the soup aud 
adds something of flavor.

In the matter of production, everything 


points to more poise and deliberateness. 
The senseless chase is giving \ray more 
and more to the portrayal of mental con- 
flict.. With the introduction of the cut- 
oacK, there came a choppmess in effect 
Prevailing film tempo was more or less 
fpvprifh and the straight-away method of 
st°ry-ieliinir lost sicht of. 


That alone proves their vitality. 
First 


a fad, they have become a necessity, in 
less than a generation. 
Every so often 


some captious critic attempts to wreck 
the whole film industry by denouncing 
us output as worthless. 
Notwithstanding 


we have today more producers who are 
making 
better 
photoplays 
than 
ever, 


while the houses exhibiting them improve 
steadily and play to increasing business. 
Uncle Sam ranks th's as his filth in- 
dustry, in commercial importance. 


To paraphrase the Fsalmist: 
Of the 


making" of many photoplays, there seems 
to be no end. Many people have plunyed 
into the producing business, from time to 
time, for no better reason than to make 
money. Of these, not a few haven't had 
the best Interests of the new art at 
heart 
But it is gradually settling down 


to a legitimate basis, as the mere ex- 
ploiters are being weeded out. 


The future is bound to see better pro- 


ductions. This does not mean bigger or 
more massive spectacles, though 
from 


time to time so-called "big pictures" wil11 
continue tu be put on. 
But they will 


have 'to have "big stories." 
Lavish 


scener\ never made a stage success. It 
is coming to be more and more the stor\ 
produced in a true-to-hfe and

The screen is certain to ad\ance as an 


educator. 
In a few thousand feet of fllm 


it will be possible to visualize the facts 
of botany, geography, zoology, etc., more 
effectively than in thousands of printed 
pages.

The agent 
and the collector are bitter enemies, so that collusion is 
out of the question. It is admitted that things look bad 
for the collector: but on the other hand his culpability 
is not clearly established. An interesting story is told 
as to how some of the evidence was gathered upon 
which the indictment was based. Certain irregularities 
appeared, but were not conclusive. It was formerly the 
office practice to dispose of waste paper Utter by burn- 
ing. But since paper took to soaring in price, scraps 
and waste becrone valuable. These, t^a/tliL-ieu. largely 
from waste baskets, were pressed into bales and sold. 
At the time this trouble broke there were a number of 
bales on hand.

About an Inventor 


Leon Douglass, who was threatened by telephone if a 


device which he was reported to have invented to cir- 
cumvent-submarines was put into government use, is a 
well-known resident of Marin, where he purchased the 
former Mervyn Donahue place. He is the chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Victor Talking Machine 
Company, and the inventor of many devices ard im- 
provements of the phonograph. At his place he has one 
of the best equipped laboratories perhaps in the United 
States for work and experiment along such lines. Ho 
has a special bent for electric and acoustic problems, 
and for other allied scientific mysteries that are made 
to yield up their secrets by the never-ceasing investiga- 
tions of science. He has just achieved what is repre- 
sented to be the first real colored photography. Many 
claims have been put forward that this has been doue, 
and for years photographic science has been at work 
on it, but the fact that no commercial use ha.s ever been 
made of any of the devices that have been reported is 
reasonable evidence that none of them has succeeded. 
On Wednesday"night Douglass gave the first public ex- 
hibition of his invention to a hundred friends at his 
studio. Some-of the exhibits were pictures of William 
Jennings Bryan, Luther Burbank and other notables. 
MY. Douglass has retired from strenuous participation 
iu business, though, as ideas occur, working out changes 
and improvements. He came to-California at first for 
his health and found it so desirable a country To live in 
that he took up his residence permanently. The tele- 
phonic threats are n considerable mystery. He had not 
confided to anybody particulars ns to what he was en- 
gaged on. arid did not know that the knowledge of it 
was abroad. The mystery suggests that the spy system 
is established here, and that everything of that nature 
is being watched closely.

Presence of the Japanese 


Although it cannot be said the city is overrun wifJi 


them, it has entertained more diminutive men-of-wars- 
men during the week than it ever entertained before. 1 
believe there never was as much tonnage of Japanese 
war cralt in the harbor at one and the same time, or 
as many tars and marines and embryo naval officers 
of that nationality abroad to see the sights. If they 
have read the sometime lurid accounts in the ,scare 
press as to the Japanese menace they must iave been 
surprised to find how little the idea is borne out by 
the general deportment of American citizens. They 
were given a hearty welcome from the very time their 
anchors were dropped. On either side of the tower 
of the ferry building their emblem of a white groun-1 
with a red disk in the center has been taking the air 
in juxtaposition with the Stars and Stripes. They 
were banqueted in style and very hearty sentiments 
were interchanged. Every day during the week they 
were to be seen taking in the town. Apparently most 
of them had never been this" far before. Our civiliza- 
tion was new and novel. They weut about in pairs, 
palpably interested in everything yet not displaying 
their curiosity in the open-mouthed way that we may 
have expected. The officers, much begloved and ex- 
cessively trim, carried themselves with immense dig- 
nity; and there was a total absence of that air that 
we are used to in jack ashore iu the lower ranks. That 
they felt themselves a good ways from home was mani- 
fest in several things. I saw a middy gravely 01 er- 
hauling a lawn mower, set out in front of a seed sto]>e 
for display. Very evidently he had never seen one. He 
inspected it with frank curiosity, and finally resumed 
his way with the air of one who had solved a mystery.

Army Headquarters 


The way in which the army headquarters have been

Battle of the Belt Line

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SUMMER IN 


THE GARDEN 


By UOY JCAIUUMON' IJANVOllTlt. 


|IIAT to do In tho garden In 


the summertime, when hot 
days seem to preclude tho 
possibility of planting no-eds 
and tho season appeals to 
be growing: late for tho pur- 


pose anyhow, is a problem which tho 
beginner in home floriculture always 
faces. Perhaps to somo the problem 
Is "what to do with tho garden" dur» 
ing that period whluh calls so many 
away from home to the summer re- 
worts and leaves tho garden either 
unle-nded altogether or in the hands), 
ordinarily, of those- -who havo had 
little to do with It before. 


In reality, tho next four months, 


June, July, August and September, 
are among tho most crucial periods ot 
the ye-ar in Alameda county gardens. 
There is much more to bo done than 
mere cleaning up. Preparation must, 
In the first of this four-month period, 
be made for tho fall garden, 1C It has 
not been made before. TCven moro 
important, if one expects to ro.illzo 
Califoi nla's highest floral possibilities 
by having flowers right through tho 
year, at Christmas time as well as 
In,the earliest spring, preparation for 
such floral munificence must be made 
now. 


FALL TT,O \VKRS. 


First, of tho flowers that ought 


particularly to bo put on not later 
than Mils for tho fall garden. Dahlias, 
which were recently mentioned in two 
articles in this page, and chrysanthe- 
mums ought first to enlist alte-ntlon. 
Many growers make a point of never 
putting in dahlias before June 1, and 
the date is not in ani sense too late, 
though the roots havo bei-u on tho 
inaiket for sale for a month. Dahlias 
planted in June, even u;i to Julv 1, 
will produce flowers In the middle 
and late fall when they not only aro 
needed most but even appear at their 
best. 


It is, however, getting somewhat 


late for chrysanthemums, and those 
who 
expect 
to 
produce 
tho 
best 


blooms ought not to -wait longer than 
the earliest part of Juno to get the 
plants into tho ground.

nefi isolators can be. made to do their 


part in conserving food thl.s summer. 
IVcM-rvlna; milk, butter anJ other sup- 
plies ".nil keeping left-overs and unused 
portions until thoy are needed will be 
their service. If Ico is not obtainable nn 
lcelcr;« refrigerator, cooled by evapora- 
tion, can be easily constructed. Women 
demnnatrulora in extension work In tho 
South of the United Slates department of 
agriculture, tell how to mako such a cooler 
at a small cost. 


Tills refrigerator- consists of a wooden 


frame covered with Canton flannel, bur- 
lap or lienvy duck. It Is doslrablo that 
tho frame be- screened, although this Is 
not Tiecessary. Wicks, rnude of tho samo 
material aa the covering, resting in a 
pan of water on top of the cooler, con- 
duct the water over tho sides and «nds 
of the pan and allow It to #eop down 
tho sides of the box. The evaporation. 
from this moistened covering causen a 
lower temperature inside. 
On dry, hot 


days a temperature of 50 degrees has 
been known to be obtained In the cooler. 
This is tho way to build It: 


Make a screened case 3% feet high, 


with the other dimensions 12 by 15 Inches. 
If a solid tup ts used simply place tho 
water pan on this. 
Otharwlso fit tho 


pan closely Into the opening of tho top 
frame and «upport it by 1-inch cleats, 
fastened to tho inside 
of 
tho 
frame. 


Placo two movable shelves in the frame, 
12 to 15 inches apart. Use a'biscuit pan 
12 by It Inches on tho top to hold tho 
water, nnd where tho refrigerator is to 
be used Indoors have the whole thing 
standing in a largo pan to catch any 
drip. The pans arid caso may be painted 
white, allowed to dry and then enam- 
eled. A covering1 of whito Canton flannel 
should be made to fit the frame. 
Havo 


the smooth side out and button the cov- 
ering on the frame with buggy or auto- 
mobile curtnln hooks' arid eyes, arranged 
so that tho door may bo opened without 
unfastening those hooks. This can cu.slly 
be done by putting one row of hooks on 
the edge of the door near tho latch and 
the other just opposite the opening v/itli 
the hem 011 each side extended far enough 
to cover tho criK'k at the edge of tho 
door, so as to keep out tho warm, out- 
side air and retain tlio cooled air. This 
dress or covering will have to bo hooked 
around Uie top e<<ge also. 
Two double 


strips one-half 
the 
width of each nldo 


should be sewed on the top of each nlilo 
covering 
and 
allowed to extend over 


about '-% or 3 Inches in the pan of water. 
Tho bottom of the covering should extend 
Into the lower pan. 


Place the refrigerator In a shady place, 


where ale will circulate around It Treaty.

VALUABLE BIRD 


"An extremely helpful friend of ours, 


when bird friends are few. Is tho rough- 
legged hawk," says a writer In Farm 
and Firnside. 
'Tnfortunately this bird 


is little known or valued. It reaches th» 
United States from its northern breeding 
range In September and October, remain- 
ing until April. 


"It may be Identified afield by it.H hrond 


wing?, itf large srao, and tho broad dark 
hand which crosses it.H breast and under 
side of Its wings. 
It Is comparatively 


tame. 
The name rough-legged or horo- 


footcd l.s made appropriate by the bird's 
full-feathered legs and feet. 


"The (oloration of the American rough- 


leg and its more western sub-species, 
the ferruginous roughloR, varies from tho 
type heie described to almost solid bin ok. 
In this darker phaao tho roughleg la 
commonly called the black hawk. 


"On .such good authority as that of 


Dr. A. K. V'i.sher, under whoso direction 
the United States biological survey m.idn 
extensive flo'd observations of this bird's 
feeding habits? It Ls stated: "Tho roti-rh- 
les is one of man's mos^ important allle.s 
ag.nnst meadow mice, feeding on llttlo 
elMu during ita six months' sojourn in tho 
United States.

grown squirrels are taken occasionally."

In New York, after releasing for publica- 
tion tho annual report of tho president. 
Professor Itonry 
Falrfleld

ruary, prox iding that all the resources 
and research material of tho museum bo 
place*! at tho disposal of the nation, tlii.s 
treasure house of knowledge has taken 
on all tho stir of thu arsenal and tho 
military depot.

Corporation a proposal of nn arrange- 
ment whereby tho museum may translate 
Into popular form tho latest results of 
scientific

tained by tho various departments of tho 
Carnegio Institution. 
For example, in 


tho proposed Court of Ocean I/lfe, In the 
Kail of Fishes and in tho Hall of Biol- 
ogy tho discoveries of tho Carnegio In- 
htltutton cnuld bo represented on tho 
lines followed by tho remarkable Occan- 
ographlc Museum at Monaco. 
Similarly 


In the museum's proposed Rotunda of 
Astronomy, which Is one of tho central 
features of tho new plan, the most re- 
cent dlstovorles from the great observa- 
tories of America, such us those of Jit. 
Wilson, 
JH. 
Hamilton, 
Harvard 
and 


Flagstaff, could bo visualized. 


The trustees have also under consid- 


eration a project of co-operation with 
the Rockefeller Foundation whereby tho . 
museum's department of public health 
may aid 'In tho dissemination of knowl- 
edge concerning the promotion of health 
and the prevention of disease.

Tho museum Is also fur- 
ni.shing Information for sculptors, paint- 
ers, writers, Illustrators, actors, producers 
of motion pictures, farmers, gardeners, 
foroster.s and housekeepers. 


Tho total attendance in tho exhibition 


halls for tho year 1916 was 847,876, while 
through Us lectures Jn local centers, Its 
circulating collections, tho board of edu- 
cation courao, tho Icctutcs to school chil- 
dren and tho meetings of sclratUIc so- 


elotles more than a million more persons 
were reached, making a grand tuUil of 
2,003,307 pot-sous brought under tho In- 
fluence of tho museum. Since the 1st of 
January, 1!)17, tho number of visitors has 
boon 56,364 In excess of the attendance 
for the corresponding period of last year. 


Although tlio museum is reaching a 


public constantly Increasing in numbers 
and entiiiuflasin Its building development 
has not kept pace with its growing power 
In education.

"With tho understanding that If private 
funds were contributed toward the erec-

Is to bo given this summer to the recep- 
tion of person t from a distance who coma 
to visit tlio collections. Those who are 
associate- members will have tho privi- 
leges of a. well equipped members' room, 
while a commodious apartment Is reserved 
for visitors not on tho membership roll. 


FUND AVAILABLE. 


The receipt of the larger part of tho 


income from tlio Morris K. Jesup Fund of 
?G,000,000, now amounting to ?252,500, hag 
made possible a very remarkable exten- 
sion of

North Amcrlc.i, In South America and in 
Asia. From llio Congo Expedition alono 
weie brought 
back

wireless set which could detect messages 
within tho radius of only a block. Oper- 
ators had traced the messages to Brook- 
lyn, and, with the moving- van Krumm. 
went about Brooklyn until ho arrived In 
front of the Court street house, 


It is alleged that EckofC used a United 


States code signal on the night of Janu- 
ary 21 last, sending an "SOS" call which 
was picked up by tho Herald station and 
relayed to the super-dreadnought Ari- 
zona at the, New York yard. 


Eckoff 
was arraigned before United 


States Commissioner Louis Bick and ad- 
mitted he had been, sending messages, 
but asserted that if ha had used tho 
United. States code ho had done It in- 
nocently, for he did not understand llio 
code thoroughly enough to commit a 
nuisance.

II. Do ran Company) brings to light a 
number of now anecdotes of the great 
British general. 
In his opening con- 


tribution, Lord Derby says, "I saw 
Lord Kitchener in a light that vory 
few people saw him in—a. light which 
most peoj>Ie as a whole can hardly 
realize existed. 
He was, supposed to 


bo harsh, taciturn, stern, by .the gen- 
eral public. 
I never knew a worse 


estimate of a man's character than 
thai. Lord Kitchener was shy—moro 
shy than people Imagined, and diffi- 
dent always about himself. Ono little 
incident I should like to recall. 
It 


must have been, about fifteen months 
ago 
I saw him in his room at the 


war office, and he .said to me! 
'I 


wish you could tell me what I am 
doing wrong.1 
When I expressed my 


surprise, 
he said: 
'I feel 
there is 


something I ought to bo doing, There 
is something more i ought to do for 
the country. 
I am doing all that I 


can and yet feel that 1 am still leav- 
ing much undone." 


Others outsido 
of 
England, 
saw 


Lord Kitchener as his fellow-country- 
men saw him. 
On all sides and by 


all men who knew him is emphasised 
his sturdy common sense and his in- 
domitable 
intellectual 
vigor. 
"His 


mind seemed always," says the Mar- 
quis de Chasseloup Laubat, "to 
be 


directed automatically towards truth, 
and to be attracted by It, ns the 
needle of the compass is automatically 
directed towards the Polar Star and 
attracted by the North Polo. In fact, 
though 
Kitchener 
may have com- 


mitted some errors of detail he has 
generally been quite right In his fore- 
casts of tho war; he foresaw, for In- 
stance, the long duration of the .strug- 
gle and the formidable military ef- 
fort which England must accomplish; 
his optimism ever since tho Battle of 
tho Marne led him to believe, as he 
often repeated to me, that the great 
French victory would give the Brit- 
ish and the Russian empires tho time 
nccessciry to organize and utilise their 
gigantic resources which would ulti- 
mately defeat tho Germans; he stated 
in the autumn of 1915 that the Ger- 
mans on the Russian front had al- 
most shot their boll; he felt that the 
powerful offensive of the 
Austrian^ 


would 
be unsuccessful against 
the 


courageous resistance of the Italians; 
he was convinced that the 
most 


furfous onslaughts of the best 
Ger- 


man troops would break against Ver- 
dun, for the defenders of which ho 
showed the deepest admiration.

all these forecasts and opinions Kitch- 
ener was right and clearly saw where 
the truth was, and in the dark hours 
through which we passed In 1914 and 
1815—how often did htt tell me, with 
his quiet smile, 'The Germans can- 
iiot win.' "

Don Quixote Inspired 
Many Composers 


In rorply to a contributor who In- 


quired why the subject of Don Quixote 
had not inspired other musicians be- 
sldos 111 char d Strauss and Jules Mas- 
senet, tho Chicago mu.sic critic., Fell?, 
Bor.owskl, outlined a sketch of the 
principal works on that theme from 
which I quote: • 


"Tliero is no lack of music based 


upon Cervantes' 'El Jngenioso Hidalgo 
Don Quljoto do la Mancha." Most of It 
has been music connected with tho 
stage. There was a musical comedy, 
'Dcr 
Irrendo Hitter Don Quixote,' 


which, composed by Johnnn Phillpp 
Fortsch, was produced at Hamburg as 
early as 1C90. The great Henry Pm> 
cell had a hand In 'The Comical His- 
tory of D6n Quixote,' which, -written 
by Thomas D'Urfey, was produced. In 
Xiondon In 1G94. 


"Among the earlier 'Don Quixotes' 


was one by Cesarea Com!, who staged 
a 'tragi-commedla per 
muslea' 
at 


Vienna in 1719. 
There \vaa a 'Don 


Clvisciotto in Cprto dolla Duchcssa,' 
by Caldara (1727), and ,-iboul the Umo 
that that composer produced his there 
•sprang up a number of German ver- 
sions by Troll, Hol/,bauor, S'llicri—the 
old rogue who so successfully dis- 
puted Mozart's rivalry in Vienna— 
Schak, Hubat.schck, etc, 


"At tho bo-ginning of the nineteenth 


century tho Quixotian influence ap- 
peal's to have returned to Italy.

officers who will work out prob- 
lems involved in these com- 
modities- and will institute such 
measures as may be necessary to 
stabilize prices and distribution, 
and these bodies should be con- 
stituted of the leaders of the 
country's producers, distributors, 
hankers and consumers alike. 
Jt has been the experience of 
all European food control that 
results can best be 'accomplished 
by acting through or by regula- 
tion of the ordinary distributing 
agencies 
in the 
community, 
placing such restrictions which 
will cause a minimum sacrifice 
on the part of the legitimate 
distributor and will eliminate 
broad national waste, unneces- 
sary hoarding and the sheer 
speculator in foodstuffs.

product.

when carefully examined in the light 
of all the facts. 


If the residual parts of the wheat, 


known as middlings, shorts and bran, 
were waste products, there might be 
little question about the desirability 
of saving them by grinding them up 
with what now goes into flour. 
The 


claim of dietetic authorities that the 
"gray flour" so produced is a more

If these bran stuffs were suddenly 


and completely taJken out of the mar- 
ket as feed for cattle and poultry, 
it would mean the substitution of 
other feeds, such as high-priced corn, 
and the consequent boosting of the 
cost of producing beef, dressed poul- 
try and eggs.

Next to breathing in importance in the 


new style of swimming, the "crawl' 
stroke, is the le£ drive. The crawl stroke 
Is differentiated from all other methods 
of swimming by Its leg movement 
Be- 
fore tlie present style became generally 
used swl-nmers used the legs in various 
wavs, most of them requiring violent and 
sudden exertion. 
In the breast stroke, 


for Instance, the old-time irog kick is 
used. In this the legs are dnu\n up and 
spread out. and then snapped together 
frog-wise. 
Considerable impetus resulta 


from this kick. 
The nett stroke In the evolution of 


swimming -was the side stroke, and in 
this the "scissors" snap was used. The 
scissor kick Is effected by drawing the 
right leg up. in front of the body and 
forcing the left leg far back and, ^hen 
the widest arc is secured, snapping them 
sharply together. 


But m both of these stvles the legs are 
brought together violently, and great ex- 
ertion expended 
This tends to tire the 
swimmer and to force unusual muscular 
burden on the legs. 


KNEES CLOSE TOGETHER. 
In the 
"cra-n-1" kick, on the 
other 
hand, the legs are thrashed in a rhythmic 
"up-and-down" kick. The knees are kept 
close together and the main kick is from 
the hips down. Of course the knees are 
bound to bend a little, but in the main 
the knees remain stiff 
The value of the 


crawl kick comes as- much from the fact 
that it eliminates all leg resistance to the 
•water as from the propulsory impetus It 
causes. 


It is rather Interesting to note that the 
old-time scissor kick caused a lot,of fric- 
tion on the recovery of the legs. '"For In- 
stance, when the right leg is drawn up it 
offers a full flat surface to the water and 
tendu to stop the swimmer. 
The kick 


must overcome the still weight of the 
body. 


CRAMP WILT. WEAR OFF. 


To learn the crawl kick take hold of 
the side of the pool In the shallow end 
and hold yourself flat on top of the 
water. Then begin to thrash your legs 
slowlv up and doun -with the toes pointed 
out straight. At first a bit of a cramp 
will come in the instep of your foot, but 
later this will wear dut 
Gradually In- 
crease the speed of the thrash until you 
churn the water behind you. Don't take 
a. wide kick. 
At the limit jour feet 


should ne\er be more than It inches 
apart. This makes a propeller churn and 
the speed to 'be attained b'y this Kick 
alone is surprising. - 
Try the floating system described be- 
fore, in the shallow water and then com- 
mence to Jcick the legs with the sharp 
up-and-down kick. You will be surprised 
to learn that you have covered several 
yards in this -wav.

There are now stationed at Schofleld 
barracks about 10,000 troops of the over- 
seas forces.

One 
of the artillery units of engineers, and 
one battalion, is the only

ahead of it. The worst grades on the 
entire trip are found in this same piece 
Qt road, which crosses the three ranges 
of mountains separating the south, mid- 
dle and north forks of the Tuba river.

PORE SILT 


\Vith the interesting account of a new 


highway in Utah which will be com- 
posed of pure salt and which will not 
even be the product of human hands, R. 
T. Robinson and wife of Salt Lake, Utah, 
arrived in San Francisco ihls v.-ccl: hav- 
ing made the trip from Salt Lake to 
Southern California and up the coast 
route to this city in their Cole Eght. 


The Robinsons left Salt Lake sbc weeks 


ago and. drove lirougn Nevada ny tne 
Midland route to Los Angeles and after 
a short visit to the places of Interest in 
the Southland started by easy stages up 
along the coast route via Santa Barbara 
and Del Monte, to this city. 
"We had no trouble whatsoever com- 
ing over," related Robinson to Roy "Wol-

Company, distributors of the Cole Eight 
in this, territory, "and we expect none 
on our return trip. We plan toxgo to 
Portland and Seattle before starting for 
home and will take the journey by easy 
stages.

"In Utah the» is an unusual motor 


highway paved with salt and requir- 
ing neither construction nor upkeep. That 
is it will require no upkeep if the plans 
of E. R. Morgan, Utah, state road engi- 
neer proves feasible," continued Robin- 
son. 
"The road covers what is known 


as the Wendover cut-off, a forty mile 
highway running weFt from Salt "Lake 
city to the Nevada line. 
It was com- 


menced by Salt Lane business men to 
appeal to the transcontinental traveler, 
the state furnishing half of the neces- 
sary money. 


"The land is as flat as a billiard table. 


This Is due to It having been the bed of 
an old lake, & branch of the Great Sa't 
Lake. 
At one point along the road, 


kno-wn as the Salt Beds, where Teddy 
TetzlafT unofficially broke the one mile 
world's record In. 1913, the salt Is several 
feet deep and a veritable pavement. At 
this point no road making is required but 
for a distance of twenty miles beyond 
this the land is a mud flat. In goughing 
01." this mul flat to make a grade for 
Ine road with clam scoops, two deep 
trenches were made on each, side of the 
road. That was last summer. This year 
a. trip of inspection showed that nature 
had filled these trenches with heavy salt 
water, that the water evaporated, leav- 
ing the trenches and the cavities of the 
rough soil filled level with hard Bait as 
smooth and durable as the bed of the 
lake itself. All that is now necessary is 
to lay two boards 2x1^ in dimension as 
wide apart as the road is wanted and 
pump the heavy salt water in between 
them and as fast as It evaporates more 
is pumped in until the salt deposits are 
as smooth and durable as the highway 
itself."

most remarkable records ever made by 
any car under extraordinary and almost 
unprecedented conditions was achieved 
Saturday, May 6, by an Overland model 
S5-6, which, after leaving Seattle, Wash., 
an a pleasure jaunt, started ahead and 
shattered all existing records for actual 
running time between Seattle and Port- 
land, Ore, according to new:: received 
here this week by the Willys-Overland 
house. 


The best previous record was made 


by a roadster—five hours and forty-seven 
minutes, elapsed time. To the Overland 
went the credit for trimming this mark 
by thirty-eight minutes with a stock 
model touring car, carrying two passen- 
gers and driver, heavy luggage and photo- 
graphic and fishing paraphernalia, with 
the top up all the distance and In no 
way prepared for a special run. The 
Overland's running time was five hours 
and nine minutes, according to the des- 
patches which tell the'story as follows: 


L. J. Kearns, sales manager of the 


Overland-Pacific branch in Seattle, who 
drove the car that made the record, -was 
himself In no way notified beforehand of 
the attempt to be made, leavine ppnttlc 
luuy expecting to spend the next day on 
a fishing junket in Southwestern Wash- 
ington. 


Just how fast time was made by the 


car even under the best conditions is bet- 
ter understood when it is realized that 
the Shasta Limited between the two 
cities has a running time of six hours 
flat. This time was not only trimmed 


by fifty-one minutes, but the record was 
achieved under road conditions and trying 
circumstances which would challenge the 
ordinary driver and machine. 


The car was equipped with Goodrich 


black safety tread tires, and the perform- 
ance was fully as creditable to the tires. 
as thev were subjected to a terrific strain 
and withstood the tests. The roads were 
found to be fairly well dried out after 
the winter's rains, but much road work 
is being done, and in other places great 
ruts remain. 
For approximately

miles the car drove through newly- 
crushed rock which had been strewn on 
the road. 


In other places it shot over corduroy 


and planking in which the planks had 
rotted or given away. In still other points | 
it was forced through mudholes in which | 
the wheels sank to the hubs and fast 
speed was entirely out of the question. 


The actual mileage was recorded by 


the Stewart-"Warner speedometer, with 
which the car was equipped, as 195.1 miles 
to the Columbia river. A speed o£ ap- 
proximately thirty-eight miles was main- 
tained throughout the journey, the most 
difficult stretch being found between 
Olympia and Castle Rock, -where the dis- 
tance of sixty-eight miles was made in

Trabert of the Coos Bay Lumber Co. hi 
the May. issue of California Forestry, the 
new magazine just founded by the stu- 
dents of the school of forestry of the Uni- 
versity of California. 
''No definite plans of the new type of 
wooden ships have yet been issued, by the 
Washington authorities," he says, "but 


i it is very likely that these plans will pre- 
sent a uniform model, or perhaps several 
models, which will enable shipbuilders to 
construct such vessels as Ford automo- 
biles sre bu!!t—uniform in every pnrt— 
and to have the vessels of. such a char- 
acter that at the termination of the war 
they may be of assistance in the new 
struggle for over-seas commerce into 
which the nation will enter. " 
"Estimates as. to the Quantity of ship- 


, buijuiny material \viiieii can i»e t-aued L-y 
' an average rail! have varied from ten per 
cent to forty per cent of the total output 
It will' be conservative to estimate twenty 
per cent providing shorter lengths of ma- 
terial are prescribed than wooden ship- 
building has heretofore exacted. 
"There will be great trouble in getting 
enough material unless the government 
is very reasonable in the lengths and 
grades specified to go into these boats. 
Builders as a rule ask for lumber eighty 
to 120 feet in length, the long- lengths be- 
ing more durable, but this is not consid- 
ered necessary for boats wanted for ap- 
proximately ten years.

Opponents of industrial service are 


They 
say that -national service has been a fail- 
ure in Germany. This is because there 
is such a wide and impassable grulf be- 
tween military conscription, and industrial 
conscription. 
Forced military service, 


they point out, is easil}' applied, because 
raw material is taken and quickly trained 
by one system of machinery- Any healthy 
young man can be turned into a soldier 
in quicker time, they say, than it takes 
to teach .an office boy to copy letters. 
On the other hand under industrial con- 
scription tho critics point out the gov- 
ernment has to train men to become farm 
workers, engineers, shipwrights, miners, 
etc., and it has no organization for do- 
ing so.

With the return of 
peace 1n Northern Mexico, the consul has 
returned with his records and files and 
the American flag again will fly from the 
flagpole alongside tiie German flag on 
ilexican holidays.

ZURICH, 
May 19;—Thousands of 


Russian war prisoners in. Germany 
have attempted to escape to Switzer- 
land during the last year, but only a 
few hundred have managed to reach 
neutral soil. The majority of the fugi- 


man borders and hundreds lost their 
lives In the attempt to swim the Rhine. 
Many were killed by the bullets of the 
German frontier guards within a few 
yards of the Swiss shore of the stream. 


A few days ag-o fourteen Russian 


soldiers who escaped from a camp in 
Baden reached 'the Rhine nine miles 
east of Basle in an 
almost starved 


condition, after wandering throug-h 
the Black Forest and the woods of the 
southern part of Baden. J.n spite of 
their exhaustion the fugitives decided 
to cross the turbulent river, with its 
swift dangerous currents, which tax 
the strength of the most expert swim- 
mers. 
. Under the cover of night the Rus- 
sians threw themselves Into the stream 
and struck out for the opposite shore, 
but they -were discovered by the Ger- 
man landsturmers on the hills, who 
sent volley .after volley after them. 
Three of the men were killed by bul- 
lets and their bodies were carried 
down tho river. Seven others got into 
a whirlpool and were drowned after 
a terrible struggle, while throe lost 
their way in the darkness and have 
undoubtedly also met their deaths, as 
they did not return to the German 
shore. 


Only one of the fugitives succeeded 


In crossing the river. He was found 
unconscious in the morning- and sent 
to a hospital in Schaffhausen, where 
he had to be treated five days before 
he could bo sent to the camp in Kirch- 
feld, near Berne. 


PARIS, May 19.—Diplomat, news- 


paper man. soldier, legislator, teacher 
and author are some of the designa- 
tions which attach to Monsieur Andre 
Tardieu, who has been1 appointed high 
commissioner of the French republic 
to the United States. 


Though barely 41 years of age, M.: 


Tardieu Is known in the highest circles^ 
of France for his remarkable ability^-, 
in every line of duty. 
After having 
reached the high normal school of 
France, he entered the diplomatic; 
service. 
Fighting his -way from the -^ • 


bottom he left the service with the i 
grade 'of first secretary of an embassy " 
and took up journalism. With this;' 
profession he carried on courses In 
the school of political sciences and in 
the high school of -war. His writings 
on both subjects created much atten- 
tion, especially • during the Franco-. 
German dispute relative to Morocco. 
His hooks, "France- and Her Allies'."' 
"The Conference of Algesiras," "Prince 
Bulow," "The Mystery of Agadir," all 
forcasted the policy of Germany and 
urged the strong- necessity for France 
and her allies to make military prep- 
arations to meet tho German pn- 
_Slaught which-broke In August, 1914. 
"Tardieu's knowledge of the United 
States and the American people is 
shown in his book, "Notes on, the 
United States," written after a course 
of study at Harvard- At the beginning 
of the war, the present high commis- 
sioner was an ordinary under-lieuten- 
ant interpreter with the French army. 
He asked permission to take his place 


he fought in the battles of the Arden- 
nes, Fere-Champenoise and Tpres. 
Later he- was transferred to French 
general headquarters where the life 
again became too dull and he ashed 
to go to the firing line. Here lie first 
ser\'ed as a staff officer but later-be-- 
came commander of a company of 
Chaussers in Artois. Named lieuten- 
ant after the battle of the Marne and 
captain after Tpres, Tardieu'a name 
appeared several times in army orders. 
The latest'citation concluded: 


"Passed on his demand from tho 


service of staff officer to the command 
of a company of "chausseurs a pied" 
ho gave proof of greatest bravery 
during the night of August 8-9, 191S, 
in conducting his unit, under a violent 
bombardment of heavy artillery, to the 
attack on a trench, momentarily lost 
.and which he succeeded In re-occupy- 
ing after a grenade struggle of several 
hours." 


Tardieu left .the army to take his 


place in the Chamber of Deputies, 
having .been elected to the position in 
1914. 
His report on heavy artillery 


was regarded highly Important 
His 


interpellation of the present govern- '> 
ment on the blockade also drew Jm-, 
mediate attention and his conclusions 
were unanimously adopted. 


After America, entered the 
-war, 


Tardieu wrote a strong article which 
appeared in a big Paris newspaper. 
This article 
furnish 
overwhelming 


proof why the closest co-ordination 
between France and America, should' 
be developed immediately. Two days 
after Tardieu's article appeared in 
r>rint. he was appointed higli com- 
missioner to the United States.

graphic way how Oakland's business 
center is expanding. 


Black circles represent all tbe buildings 


costing over S6000 each erected between 
the lake and Market 
street 
and 
the 


estuary and Moss avenue from Jtay 1, 
1916, to May 15, 1917. The size of tha 
black circles suggests roughly tho rela- 
tive cost. 


There were in all S3 new buildings of 


a cost of $6000 each or over erected dur- 
ing the period mentioned, having a total 
cost of $1,739.740. For purposes of 
con- 


venience the business district may be di- 
vided into four quarters, the southeast, 
southwest, northwest and northeast, with. 
Fourteenth street as the east and west 
dividing line and Telegraph and Broad- 
way as the north and south dividing line. 


In the southeast district cast of Broad- 


way and south of Fourteenth street, the 
largest permit was for the annex to the 
hall of records, amounting to '120,000. 


There were eight permits for buildings 


In the new market center on Franklin 
from Second to Fifth streets, the total 
amount of these permits being $103,350. 


Another interesting de\elopment in the 


section south of Fourteenth street and 
east of Broadway was the building of 
four apartment buildings, all on Oak

The missionary is the Rev. Joseph 


Bischofs. of the Pallotiner congrega- 
tion, Limberg, Prussia. An organiza- 
tion styled "The Society for the Pro- 
tection of Germans Abroad" put fifty 
questions to him. His answers com- 
prise a minute and intimate account 
of the physical and commercial at- 
tributes 
of Northwestern Australia. 


The report is marked "strictly- confi- 
dential," and is dated July 10, 1914. 
Among other things the Rev. Mr. 
Bischofs was asked if he could'furnish 
photographs and "correct maps" of 
your town, your county, prox'lnce, etc." 
To the former question he replied, 
"Perhaps, later." 


According to information in posses- 


sion of 
the Commonwealth Defense 


Department, a German representative 
in Australia remarked to an Australian 
official some time before 
the war 


broke out that 
the "Commonwealth 


was making very 
little use of the 


northwestern part of Australia, and 
that it would serve admirably for a 
German settlement. Ihe department 
officials are convinced that the ques- 
tions put to the Rev. Mr. Bischofs 
were with the ulterior motive of pro- 
viding the German government with 
data about what it believed to be a 
vulnerable part of the commonwealth. 
The Bischofs report was made public 
by the Australian authorities.
